Smallpox in Atlanta. 

Surgeon Sawtelle reports 17 cases of smallpox as occurring at Atlanta 
from the 12th to the 20th instant, properly isolated and cared for by the 
local health authorities. 

One case of smallpox in Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn.. October 15, 1897. 
Sik : I have the honor to state that 1 case of smallpox was reported 
in this city on the evening of 14th instant, yesterday. It is not known 
where the patient, a negro man, contracted the disease, but as there 
appears to have been a case in the same part of the city about ten days 
since, it is probable that this is the source.
